* zikoff Colonel of the Life-Guards, of which he 
© is to take Poffeffion at bis Arrival at Petersbourg; 
« and hie Regiment of Dragoons is given to Count 
Kykyn. His Czarifh Majefty has appointed the 
* young Prince Romanzoff to go Acwbeffadour to 
« the Court of Vienna, with Direétions to make .a 
¢ Stop at Warfaw cill the Dyet meets, in Order ta 
« demand and infift upon the Payment of the two 
© Millions which the Czar ftill claims of the Crown 
¢ of Poland : However, iz is reported, that his 
* Czarifh Majefty would defift from his Pretenfion, 
¢ provided the King and the Senate of Poland wave 
« their Rights upon the Datchy of Courland, and 
« make them over to the Czar. Mean while, the 
¢ Duke of Courland has made and fent a folemn 
« Proteftation againft that Ceffion, both to the King 
« of Poland and to Petersbourg. The laft Advices 
« from Mofcow mention, thar abundance of the 
« greater and leffer Nobility are arrived there, not 
« only to affift at the Czar’s Entry, bat alfo to pay 
« into the Bank which is ereSting there the Sams of 
¢ Money demanded of them. We hear that the 
« two Perfians lately taken up, had been in that 
* City for the Space of Six Months, and pretended 
* to have fled their Country to avoid the yy 4 of 
© Miri-Weys ; but they are found out to be Miri- 
* Weys’s Spies, and we are informed, that many 
* more of them are difperfed in feveral Places of 
¢ Roffia.

Hambourg, Jan.11. * We are credibly informed, 
¢ that the Accommodation concerning the Succeffion

perour and by the King of Denmark ; by Virtue of 
which, the Duke of Rethwick is to receive a cer- 
tain Sum of Money, befides a yearly Income out 
* of the Reveoues of that Dutchy. The King of 
* Peuflia bas, upon the Czar’s Defire, reprefented 
* to che Imperial Court, that in Order to reftore 
“the Tranquility of the opprefled Dutchy of 
* Mecklenbourg, fo long fought after, Nothing 
‘can be more expedient than to accept of the 
‘. Mediation propofed by the Dukes of ' Saxe- 
* Gotha and Wurtemberg, to adjuft the Diffe- 
* rences between the Duke and the Nobility of 
* Mecklenbourg. It isconfirmed, that moft of the 
* Proteftant Peinces have entred into an Alliance 
maintaining the Proteftant’ Religion in the 
Empire; and whereas hie Imperial Majefty is 
* thoroughly informed about it, he bas fent a Re- 
* {cript to all the Roman Catholick Printes aod 
‘States of the Empire complained of, to make 
* forthwith the demanded Refiitution ; in Defayle 
‘ wherof, the Execution agairft them fhall take. 
* Place immediately, without Regard to any far- 
* ther Exceptions.
